Paris, Dee. 9. M. de ta Jorquire, who commands 
the late Duke d’Anville’s Squadron, ’t's (aid, is arrived 
at Corunna, from whence he is fhortly expeéted at Brett, 
with the thattered Remains of that uifortunate Squadron. 
Cardinal Tencin may pofiivly foon return to bis Bithop- 
rick, for having refuted the late Dauphinef$ a Benefice 
for an Abbe, to whom his Maj-fty granted it, upon the 
Complaints of that Princefs. 

Copenhagen, Dec. 2. Mr. Titley, the Britih Minifter, 
has made Bricutes to our Miniftry about taking a Body 
of 12,000 Men into the Pay of Great Britain, in order to 
reinforce the Amy of the Allies next Campaign on the 
Side of Flanders.
